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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Hamada does not 
disclose providing an idication that it desires to switch from one sector to another. However, the access request that is transmitted by the 
mobile to the base station is an indicator to the base station that the mobile desires a connection. As a result of the access request the 
mobile station is assigned a new R channel (the different R channels belong in different secotors), which by assigning the R channel to the 
mobile stating the action of performing sector swiching is occuring. Thus, with the broadest interpretation the access request is an 
indicator. 

Applicant argues that Hamada does not discloses monitoring a plurality of frames due to the fact that the access channel is closed. To 
futher clarify, there are more than one access channel from which the mobile stations communicates. Everytime one on access channel is 
closed in response to the access request then another channel is assigned. The newly assigned channel is monitored as well, and the 
channel that was recently closed in released and continued to be monitored. 

Applicant argues that Hmada does not discloses the mobile detecting the access request and that one may not interpret monitoring the B 
channel and access the R channel in the succeeding frame as detecting a SSI in at least on frame and over a sliding window containing at 
least two frames. However, Hamada discloses that the access request is sent via the R channel, which is deleayed by the B channel by 
one frame (i.e. frame) which is delayed by the B channel (which is shifted frame by frame or super frame). The R channel being delayed 
by one frame in reference to the B channel which is shifted by a super frame broadly reads on at least one frame over a sliding window.. 
In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In the case of Hamada in view of Tee, Tee discloses several method of an interference control technique (reducing 
interference). Tee also discloses detection of interference, similar to Hamada, which is through the use of calcuations and ratios. Brouwer 
discloses the detection of interference also through the use of calculations such as variance and standard deviation. Brouwer also 
discloses a method for for contorling (disclosedas reducing) interference. 

Applicant argues that the SSDT indicator is detected as the handoff is already in progress. To further clarify, Brouwer discloses that before 
the procedure begins the SSDT message is sent by the mobiles to both base stations and the base stations begin the process of of the 
handover. 
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
